Germany Must Contribute 
Toward Easing Situa­ 
tion, Eden Says 
LONDON, 
March 
26—(A P)— 
Anthony Eden, foreign secretary, 
warned the house of commons to­ 
day that unless Germany imme­ 
diately contributed “toward easing 
the situation” the negotiators for 
peace in Europe^ would face an 
“almost impossible” task. 
He said the joint proposals made 
by G reat Britain, France, Belgium 
and Italy had allayed the prospect 
of an immediate war but, he said: 
“I do not view the future with a 
light heart.” 
Eden pointed out to them that 
Great Britain was obligated under 
the Locarno treaty to guarantee 
that there be no aggression be­ 
tween Germany, France and Bel­ 
gium, 
Parliam entary sources said that 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
hoped the debate would “consid­ 
erably allay” public anx iety over 
the Londcin negotiations in thè 
Rhineland 'controversy and stamp 
out disquieting rumors of secret 
continental military alliances. 
Eden defended the conversations 
between the French and British 
general staffs, saying they “do not 
imply any political undertakings 
or any obligations as regards the 
defense organization between the 
two parlies.” 
A gainst Sanctions. 
He told how Great Britain had 
resisted French moves for sanc­ 
tions against Germany if .she re- 
fu.scd to withdraw her troops from 
the Rhine. 
He told the house of commons 
in particular and Europe in gen­ 
eral that “it is vital to the interest 
of this country that the integrity 
of France and Belgium .should be 
maintained and that no hostile 
force should cross their frontiers.” 
He admonished France, as well 
as Germany, to approach a solu­ 
tion of the situation in a fair spirit. 
Baldwin and Joachim Von Rib- 
bcntrop, Adolf H itler’s special am­ 
bassador-at-large, 
reviewed 
the 
Rhineland situation for an hour 
and a half at a conference today.

The suit was broug ht by Ray 
Crancer, one of those maintaining 
an account with the trust com­ 
pany for pay ment 
of 
insurance 
premiums. 
The others assig ned 
their claims to him for the pur­ 
pose of prosecuting the suit. 
It 
was claimed that under this ar­ 
rang ement, the patrons created a 
trust fund, with their life insur­ 
ance companies as beneficiaries, 
and 
that the t r u s t company 
breached its trust by div erting to 
other uses the sums deposited for 
pay ment of insurance premiums. 
In an opinion written by Justice 
E. E. Good, the hig h court h eld , 
with the District court, that the 
accounts created the situation of 
debtor and creditor, and not one 
of trust.

In smother Lancaster case, the

•lection is a partial restoration of drastic pay 
euta imposed upon the teaching forces of the Lin­ 
coln public schools during the w orst of the depres­ 
sion. 
Those bedrock 
cuts, 
am ounting to 30 per 
cent, stiU are in effect, although conditions, par­ 
ticularly those which furnish the base 
of 
living 
costs, have changed greatly since the commodity 
price collapse of 1932, and early in 1933. 
Th# Lincoln board of education, aqting upon the 
request of a large num ber of school patrons, par­ 
ticularly of the Parent-T eacher organization, has 
subm itted the question of authorizing a one mill 
levy increase. 
It hardly is adequate to m eet the 
situation, for it will not perm it 
any 
very great 
restoration of pay m case 
of 
individual teachers; 
but in view of the fact 
that 
thousands of others 
engaged in various occupations and businesses also 
still face shortened income, it was thought better 
to lim it the increase. 
It is a deserving proposal. 
At no tim e have salaries in the Lincoln public 
schools reached extravagant levels. 
In comparison 
w’lth other com munities of sim ilar size, the pay of 
teachers here has been on a modest basis, and with 
fine spirit, the 
teaching 
forces in the 
Lincoln 
schools accepted the program of reduction, w ithout 
com plaint and w ithout loss of morale. 
The teach­ 
ers kept on 
their 
job 
undertaking to carry out 
their responsibilities w'ith the sam e enthusiasm and 
the same interest that has characterized the L in­ 
coln schools for m any y ears.
